William C. Storriek. superintendent 
of guides, today said he expects the 
full list of IOO guides to renew their 
licenses for another year before S a t­ 
urday evening, designated as the limit 
for renewing licenses. 
As the guides renew' their licenses, 
they are given packs of

bearing the new' rules and regulations 
on one side and their name and the 
designation th a t they 
are 
licensed 
G ettysburg National Park guides on 
1 the other side.

bam , and in the cellar of the barn 
they came upon the largest still ever 
seen in York county, with a man work­ 
ing on it. 
Ho was also placed under 
arrest. 
Ile is Charles Brown. 
All 
are southerners, and stated that they 
had moved there from North Caro­ 
lina, about a year ago. 
A third man 
loft the home before the arrival of 
the officers. 
He is suspected to he

Still’s Huge Dimensions 
The still which is located in the 
cellar of the barn, is of huge di­ 
mension^. standing nearly tw enty feet 
high. 
The outside is covered with 
wooden timbers, for the purpose of 
reinforcement. 
Coils, three inches in 
diameter, lead from the still to cool­ 
ing vats. 
O ne cooling vat, 30 feet 
long, and about five feet deep, is lo­ 
cated on the ground floor of the barn, 
other smaller ones are located in the 
cellar. 
Liquor w as still dripping from 
the ends of the coils in some of the 
sm aller vats when a reporter saw 
it. 
The still was equipped with sev­ 
eral sets of coils, leading to different 
cooling vats. 
Hundreds of gallons of 
moonshine could he made in a day w ith 
the apparatus. 
Six 600-Gallon Vats 
A huge furnace, large enough to 
heat a large house, was used for the 
still. 
The fire in it was allowed to 
burn out by the officers, because of 
fear of an explosion. 
The furnace 
stands about ten feet high, and an 
elaborate system of pipes led from it 
to the still, and to the outside. 
A large force pump was used for 
the purpose of pumping maso from 
the vats to the still, and another to 
pump monshine from the still to a 
barrel on the ground 
floor 
of 
the 
barn. 
Mash vats filled a large part of the 
room in which the apparatus was lo­ 
cated. 
Six 600-gallon vats, full, two 
of the same size one-half full, and 
two one quarter full were in the pro­ 
cess of fermentation.

carton 
of 
yeast, a whiskey tester, and 
other 
paraphernalia used by the moonshin­ 
ers were confiscated.
